1 . THE FOLLOWING IS THE TEXT OF THE "POLITICAL RESOLUTIONS - 
PEACE, DEFENSE, BOUNDARIES" ADOPTED BY THE LABOR PARTY 
CONVENTION FRIDAY, MORNING, FEBRUARY 25. AS SUCH THESE 
RESOLUTIONS CONSTITUTE THE DEFENSE AND FOREIGN POLICY PLAT- 
FORM OF THE PARTY AND REPLACE THE 14 POINTS ADOPTED BY THE 
PARTY IN 1973. SEPTEL DISCUSSES PROPOSALS BY FORMER 
DEFENSE MINISTER DAYAN AND BY KNESSET DEFENSE AND FOREIGN 
AFFAIRS COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN NAVON TO AMEND CERTAIN PROVISIONS 
OF THE FOLLOWING TEXT AND THE DEFEAT OF THOSE PROPOSALS. 

2. BEGIN TEXT: CENTRAL OBJECTIVES: THE POLICIES OF ISRAEL, 

UNDER THE LEADERSHIP OF THE ISRAEL LABOR PARTY AND THE 
ALIGNMENT, SHALL BE AIMED AT SAFEGUARDING THE SECURITY, 
INDEPENDENCE, AND DEVELOPMENT OF ISRAEL, AND SHALL CONTINUE 
THE CONSISTENT STRIVINGS FOR REACHING PEACE WITH THE 

ARAB STATES, WITHIN DEFENSIBLE BORDERS. 
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3. THE ISRAEL LABOR PARTY CALLS UPON THE ELCTORATE TO 
REJECT THE POLICY OF "NOT AN INCH 'WHICH DOES NOT LEAD 
TO PEACE,AND THE POLICY OF RETURN TO THE BORDERS OF 

THE 4TH OF JUNE, WHICH MEANS GIVING UP DEFENSIBLE BORDERS. 

4. THE PEOPLE OF ISRAEL ARE CALLED UPON TO PUT ITS 

FAITH IN THE LABOR MOVEMENT AND GIVE IT A RENEWED PARLIA- 
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MENTARY STRENGTH, SINCE THE MOVEMENT, IN ITS POLICY AND 
ACTION, BRINGS ABOUT THE COMBINATION OF SUSTAINED RELIZA- 
TION OF ZIONISM, OF RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE EXISTENCE AND 
SECURITY OF THE STATE, AND OF STRIVING FOR PEACE AS A 
CENTRAL OBJECTIVE. 

5. THE ISRAEL LABOR PARTY CALLS UPON THE PEOPLE OF ISRAEL 
TO REINFORCE THE GOVERNMENT IN ITS EFFORTS TO PROMOTE 
PEACE BY WAY OF TERRITORIAL COMPROMISE AND IN ITS STRUGGLE 
FOR DEFENSIBLE BORDERS. THE PEOPLE ARE CALLED UPON TO BE 
READY FOR A FIRM STAND IN THE FACE OF THREATS AND OF WHAT- 
EVER ATTEMPT AT FAKE SOLUTIONS ENFORCED FROM OUTSIDE WHICH 
WOULD ENDANGER THE FUTURE OF ISRAEL. 

6. NEED FOR DEFENSE PREPAREDNESS: THE ARAB STATES ARE 
CONTINUING THEIR EFFORTS TO INCREASE THEIR MILITARY POWER, 

IN THE ACQUISITION OF MODERN MILITARY EQUIPMENT, THE 
READINESS FOR WAY IS BEING MAINTAINED; THE DANGER OF WAR 
IS NOT OVER. IN THE FACE OF ALL THIS .THE SECURITY NEEDS 
MUST REMAIN AT THE CENTER OF THE NEEDS OF THE STATE, AND 
NO REQUIRED EFFORT MAY BE SPARED WHEN IT COMES TO REIN 
FORCING THE STRENGTH AND ABILITY OF THE ISRAEL DEFENSE 
FORCES. THE POWER OF THE IDF IS THE FIRST CONDITION FOR 
FORTIFYING SECURITY AND OBTAINING PEACE. 

7. POLITICAL ACHIEVEMENTS - THE BASIS FOR FURTHER ADVANCE: 

THE POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT LED BY THE ALIGNMENT HAS BROUGHT 
ISRAEL VALUABLE GAINS— THE FRIENDLY RELATIONS BETWEEN ISRAEL 
AND THE UNITED STATES HAVE BEEN FORTIFIED AND STILL MORE 
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SOLIDLY FOUNDED UPON TIES OF TRADITION AND MUTUAL INTEREST. 

8. ANY POSITIVE POLITICAL DEVELOPMENT TOWARDS SETTLING THE 
CONFLICT IN THE REGION WILL BE THE CONTINUATION OF THE 
RELAXATION OF TENSION WHICH OCCURRED IN THE WAKE OF THE 
FORCES’ SEPARATION AND INTERIM AGREEMENTS, AND WILL BE 
DUE TO THE BOTH BALANCED AND DARING POLICIES CONDUCTED BY 
THE LABOR MOVEMENT AND ITS PARTNERS IN THE LEADERSHIP OF 
THE STATE. 

9. ALTHOUGH THE GENEVA CONFERENCE HAS NOT YET BROUGHT ABOUT THE 
LONGED-FOR PEACE, IT IS DESTINED TO PLAY A HIGHLY VALUABLE 

ROLE IN ANY FURTHER ADVANCE TOWARDS REACHING PERMANENT 
PEACE IN OUR REGION. 

10. IN ITS ACTIVITIES TO PROMOTE PEACE, THE GOVERNMENT OF 
ISRAEL HAS CONSISTENTLY MAINTAINED ITS READINESS AT ALL 
TIMES TO ENTER UPON NEGOTIATIONS WITHOUT PRECONDITIONS WITH 
EACH OF THE ARAB STATES, IN ORDER TO SIGN OVERALL PEACE 
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AGREEMENTS. BEYOND THIS. THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL, 
MOTIVATED BY THE URGE TO ADVANCE ELEMENTS OF PEACE, 

HAS NOTIFIED THE AMERICAN ADMINISTRATION OF ITS CONSENT 
TO OPEN NEGOTIATIONS WITH EGYPTJORDAN, AND SYRIA, UPON 
CESSATION OF THE STATE OF WAR, WITH ALL THE POLITICAL AND 
LEGAL IMPLICATIONS CUSTOMARY AMONG THE FAMILY OF NATIONS. 
THE STATE OF NO PEACE DOES NOT SATISFY THE STATE OF ISRAEL, 
WHICH HAS NO INTENTION OF PERPETUATING IT. IN THE FUTURE 
AS IN THE PAST, ISRAEL WILL DO ALL IN ITS POWER TO REPLACE 
THE PRESENT POSITION BY A STATE OF PEACE AND COOPERATION 
AMONG ALL STATES OF THE REGION. ISRAEL HOPEFULLY WELCOMES 
ANY STATEMENT BY HEADS OF ARAB STATES ABOUT READINESS FOR 
PEACE WITH ISRAEL, AND ANY SIGN OF MODERATION AMONG THE 
ARAB STATES. AT THE SAME TIME, ISRAEL IS ALERT TO ANY 
SIGN OF HOSTILITY, THREATS, AND INCITEMENT, AND PARTICULARLY 
TO THE IDEOLOGICAL, POLITICAL, AND OPERATIONAL EXPRESSIONS 
OF ARAB READINESS FOR WAR. 
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11. CONSISTENT STRIVING FOR PEACE: THE CENTRAL OBJECTIVE 
OF ISRAEL IS THE ATTAINMENT OF PEACE WITH THE NEIGHBORING 
STATES AND THE WEAVING OF THE FABRIC OF COOPERATION BETWEEN 
THE PEOPLES OF THE REGION. ISRAEL HAS BEEN STRIVING FOR 

THIS TARGET EVER SINCE IT CAME INTO BEING, AND THE FACT 
THAT IT HAS NOT BEEN REACHED IS DUE TO THE POLICY OF 
HOSTILITY, WAR AND BOYCOTT PURSUED BY THE ARAB STATES ALL 
THESE YEARS .NONETHELES S , THE POLITICAL EFFORTS TO REACH 
PERMANENT PEACE IN DEFEASIBLE BORDERS WITH EGYPT, JORDAN, 

AND SYRIA ARE TO BE CONTINUED WITH READINESS FOR TERRITORIAL 
COMPROMISE WITH EACH OF THEM, AND WITH LEBANON- WITH THE 
PRESENT BOUNDARIES. 

12. ISRAEL WILL SUPPORT THE CONVENTION OF THE GENEVA 
CONFERENCE WITHOUT DELAY, COMPOSED OF THE PARTICIPANTS 
AS AGREED IN DECEMBER 1973. THIS AGREEMENT CONSTITUTES 

THE BASE FOR THE PEACE CONFERENCE AND SHOULD NOT BE DEVIATED 
FROM. ISRAEL REJECTS THE INVITATION OF REPRSENTATIVES OF 
PLO AND TERRORIST ORGANIZATIONS. 

13. AT THE PEACE CONFERENCE AND THROUGH ALL CHANNELS OF 
INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS, ISRAEL SHALL STRIVE FOR PEACE 
AGREEMENTS TO BE ARRIVED AT BY NEGOTIATIONS WITHOUT 
PRECONDITION, WITHOUT PRESSURES, AND WITHOUT ATTEMPTS BY 
ANY PARTY TI IMPOSE ANYTHING. 

14. THE PEACE AGREEMENTS SHOULD ENSURE: 

A) CESSATION OF ALL ELEMENTS OF HOSTILITY, BLOCKADE, 

AND BOYCOTT. 

D) DEFENSIBLE BORDERS ENABLING ISRAEL TO DEFEND HERSELF 
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EFFICIENTLY AGAINST MILITARY ATTACK OR ATTEMPTS AT BLOCKADE, 
AND BASED UPON TERRITORIAL COMPROMISE. PEACE BORDERS SHOULD 
REPLACE THE CEASE-FIRE LINES. DEMILITARIZATION PROVISIONS 
AND POLITICAL ARRANGEMENTS ARE TO BE INCLUDED IN THE PEACE 
AGREEMENTS. ADDITIONAL TO AGREED AND RECOGNIZED DEFENSIBLE 
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BORDERS, AND NOT INSTEAD OF THEM. ISRAEL WILL NOT RETURN TO 
THE BORDERS OF JUNE 4, 1967, WHICH CONSTITUTED AN ENTICEMENT 
TO AGGRESSION. 
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C) UNITED JERUSALEM IS THE CAPITAL OF ISRAEL. IN THE 
PEACE ARRANGEMENTS, THE SPECIAL RELIGIOUS STATUS OF THE 
PLACES HOLY TO ISLAM AND CHRISTIANITY SHOULD BE SAFEGUARDED, 
UNDER AUTONOMOUS ADMINISTRATION. 

D) THE JEWISH CHARACTER OF THE STATE OF ISRAEL SO AS TO 
REALIZE ITS ZIONIST DESTINATION AND ITS TASKS IN IMMIGRA- 
TION AND INGATHERING OF THE EXILES. 

E) THE BEGINNING OF AN ERA OF REGULAR RELATIONSHIPS 
BETWEEN ISRAEL AND THE NEIGHBORING STATES IN THE POLITICAL, 
ECONOMIC, SOCIAL, AND CULTURAL FIELDS. 
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15. THE PEACE AGREEMENT WITH JORDAN IS TO BE BASED UPON 
THE EXISTENCE OF TWO INDEPENDENT STATES: ISRAEL WITH ITS 
CAPITAL IN UNIED JERUSALEM, AND AN ARAB STATE TO THE EAST 
OF ISRAEL.ISRAEL REJECTS THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN 
ADDITINAL SEPARATE PALESTINIAN ARAB STATE TO THE WEST OF 
THE JORDAN RIVER. INTHE NEIGHBORING JORDANIAN-PALESTINIAN 
STATE, THE INDEPENDENT IDENTITY OF THE PALESTINIAN AND 
JORDANIAN ARABS WILL BE ABLE TO FIND ITS EXPRESSION, IN 
PEACE AND GOOD NEIGHBORLINESS WITH ISRAEL. 
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16. ANY PEACE AGREEMENT IS TO BE SIGNED SUBJECT TO APPROVAL 
BT THE GOVERNMENT AND THE KNESSET. 

17. SETTLEMENT IN OCCUPIED TERRIT ORIEW : AGRICULTURAL AND 
URBAN SETTLEMENT IN THE ADMINISTERED TERRITORIES SHALL BE 
SUBJECT TO GOVERNMENT DECISIONS, PRIORITY BEING GIVEN TO 
SECURITY CONSIDERATIONS OF THE STATE, IN THE JERUSALEM 
DISTRICT, THE GOLAN HEIGHTS, THE JORDAN VALLEY, THE RAF AH 
DISTRICT AND THE SHARM-EL-SHEIKH SECTOR. SETTLEMENT IS 

TO TAKE PLACE IN THE FRAMEWORK OF THE POLICY OF THE GOVERN- 
MENT OF ISRAEL WITH AN EYE TO ENSURING DEFENSIBLE PEACE 
BORDERS. IT IS TO BE UNDERTAKEN EXCLUSIVELY IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH DECISIONS AND PLANS ADOPTED BY THE GOVERNMENT, IN THE 
FRAMEWORK OF POLICIES CONFIRMED BY THE KNESSET. THE 
GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL WILL PREVENT ANY ATTEMPT AT UNAUTHORIZED 
SETTLEMENT AND APPLY ALL LEGAL MEANS TO ASSERT ITS AUTHORITY. 

18. UNTIL PEACE IS REACHED, IN THE ADMINISTERED TERRITORIES, 
ENCOURAGEMENT SHALL BE GIVEN TO THE ACTIVITIES BY THE 
POPULATION IN THE FIELDS OF ADMNISTRATION, ECONOMY,SOCIAL, 
CULTURAL AND REGLIGIOUS AFFAIRS, AND THE ADVANCE OF AUTONOMOUS 
LOCAL ADMINISTRATION AS WELL AS OF DEMOCRATIC PROCEDURES IN 
PUBLIC SOCIAL AND MUNICIPAL LIFE IS TO BE CONTINUED. 

19. THE POLICY OF OPEN BRIDGES IS TO BE CONTINUED, WHICH 

IS BRINGING ECONOMIC BLESSINGS TO THE POPULATION, AND WHICH 
IS MAKING POSSIBLE THE MAINTENANCE OF MUTUAL TIES BETWEEN 
THE ARABS IN THE WEST BANK AND THEIR BRETHERN IN JORDAN. 

20. THE POLICY OF EMPLOYMENT, OF PROVIDING SOURCES OF 
EMPLOYMENT IN THE TERRITORIES THEMSELVES ,AND IN PROVIDING 
EDUCATIONAL, HEALTH, AND SOCIAL SERVICES ARE TO BE CONTINUED. 

TO THE BEST OF THE ABILITY OF ISRAEL THE ACTIVITIES FOR 
ADVANCE OF THE REFUGEES, IMPROVEMENT OF THEIR CONDITIONS 

OF LIFE AND HOUSING, IS TO BE CONTINUED, WITHOUT AFFECTING 
THEIR CIVIL AND LEGAL STATUS. 
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21. ENERGETIC PURSUIT OF THE FIGHT AGAINST TERROR: THE 
SUSTAINED FIGHT IS TO BE PURSUED AGAINST TERROR AND 
SABOTAGE ORGANIZATIONS MOTIVATED BY THE IDEOLOGY 
OF DESTROYING THE STATE OF ISRAEL, AS A VITAL NEED. THE 
SECURITY FORCES ARE TO BE SUPPORTED IN THEIR WARFARE FOR 
THE PREVENTION OF MURDER AND SABOTAGE, AND FOR SEVERELY 
PUNISHING THOSE CONDUCTING TERROR ACTIVITIES. 

22. LEBANON: THE LEBANESE TRAGEDY IS NOT YET OVER, AND 

IT HAS REVEALED THE BITTER AND MALIGNANT SIGNIFICANCE OF 
THE ACTIVITIES OF THE TERRORIST ORGANIZATIONS, THE DANGER 
OF RUIN AND DESTRUCTION HOVERING OVER THE CHRISTIAN 
COMMUNITIES IN LEBANON, AND THE RISK THAT LEBANON WILL BE 
TAKEN OVER IN ORDER TO BECOME ACTIVELY INTEGRATED AND 
INVOLVED IN THE PROGRAM OF AGGRESSION AGAINST ISRAEL. 

THE TRAGEDY OF LEBANON TOOK PLACE IN THE SIGHT OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS AND ALL THE COUNTRIES OF THE WORLD ISRAEL 
TOOK THE NECESSARY STEPS FOR MILITARY ALERTFULNESS FOR 
DETERRENCE AND, AT THE SAME TIME EXTENDED ITS HUMANE 
RELATIONS EXPRESSED IN THE "GOOD FENCE POLICY," AND 
CONTINUED ITS DIALOGUE WITH ALLIES AND REMAINED IN 
CONSTANT CONTACT WITH THE UNITED STATES. 

23. ISRAEL WILL REMAIN ESPECIALLY ALERT IN THE LIGHT OF 
EVENTS ON HER BORDER WITH LEBANON AND WILL BE READY, 
POLITICALLY AND MILITARILY, FOR ANY DANGEROUS DEVELOPMENT. 
IN THE FUTURE, TOO, ISRAEL'S INCLINATION WILL BE TO 

RESPECT LEBANON'S INDEPENDENCE THROUGHOUT HER ENTIRE 
TERRITORY AS A DEMOCRATIC COUNTRY FREE FROM TERRORIST 
INTERFERENCE AND ENFORCEMENT WITHIN AND FROM SYRIAN TAKE- 
OVER WITHOUT-A STATE MAINTAINING QUIET IN THE BORDER AREAS, 
AND PREVENTING ANY ATTACK UPON ISRAEL FROM HER TERRITORY. 
ISRAEL WILL REMAIN PREPARED, IN THEORY AND IN PRACTICE, FOR 
ANY COOPERATION TOWARD PEACE WITH LEBANON, EVEN BEFORE A 
FINAL PEACE. 
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24. THE ARAB CITIZENS IN THE STATE OF ISRAEL: FAITHFUL TO 
THE PRINCIPLE OF EQUALITY BETWEEN ALL CITIZENS, THE ISRAEL 
LABOR PARTY SUPPORTS THE CONTINUED EFFORTS FOR THE ECONOMIC 
AND SOCIAL ADVANCE OF THE ARAB CITIZENS IN ISRAEL, THEIR 
FULL INTEGRATION IN PUBLIC LIFE, AND PROMOTION OF UNDER- 
STANDING, BROTHER!. INF, SS AND MUTUAL RESPECT AMONG ALL 
CITIZENS. EVERSINCE THE STATE CAME INTO BEING, THE ISRAELI 
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ARABS HAVE ACHIEVED EVER GREATER RESULTS IN EVERY FIELD OF 
LIFE. THE ISRAEL LABOR PARTY CALLS UPON THEM TO CLOSE 
RANKS AGAINST ALL FORCES LIABLE TO BE DETRIMENTAL TO THIS 
DEVELOPMENT. 

25. THE SHARE OF ARAB CITIZENS, PARTICULARLY THE YOUNG AND 
EDUCATED, IN POSITIONS IN GOVERNMENT MINISTRIES, PUBLIC 
INSTITUTIONS AND ENTERPRISES ON THE NATIONAL AND LOCAL 
LEVEL IS TO BE INCREASED, SO AS TO MAKE THEM PLAY THEIR 
PART IN GOVERNMENTAL AND PUBLIC RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE 
POPULATION AS A WHOLE. 

26. THE INTEGRATION OF ARABS IN THE PARTY AND ITS 
DECISION-MAKING PROCESSES IS TO BE PROMOTED FURTHER. 

27. THE JEWISH POPULATION IS TO BE BETTER INFORMED OF THE 
SHARE OF ARABS IN THE LIFE OF THE STATE. ARAB CITIZENS 
ARE TO PARTICIPATE ACTIVELY IN INFORMATION WORK AIMED 

AT BREAKING DOWN BARRIERS AND PROMOTING MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING. 

28. THE INTEGRATION OF ARAB MEMBERS IN THE ACTIVITIES OF 
THE HISTADRUT IS TO BE STILL FURTHER PROMOTED, AND THEY 
ARE CALLED UPON TO INTENSIFY THEIR INVOLVEMENT IN ALL 
FIELDS OF HISTADRUT ORGANIZATION AND ACTIVITIES. 

29. LAND EXPROPRIATION SHALL BE STRICTLY LIMITED TO THE 
NEEDS OF PUBLIC SERVICES AND DEVELOPMENT BENEFICIAL TO ALL 
SECTORS OF THE POPULATION 
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30. THESE ITEMS, AS WELL AS DEVELOPMENT OF LOCAL SELF- 
GOVERNMENT AND EXPANSION OF PUBLIC SERVICES IN EDUCATION, 
VOCATIONAL TRAINING, HOUSING, AND ITEMS, ARE INCLUDED IN 
THE PLATFORM OF THE LABOR PARTY WITH A VIEW TO DEEPENING 
THE UNDERSTANDING AMONG ALL CITIZENS, STRENGTHENING THE 
TIES BETWEEN THE ARABS OF ISRAEL AND THE STATE, AND THEIR 
INTEGRATION IN ALL FIELDS OF LIFE. THE ISRAEL LABOR PARTY 
CONSIDERS THIS AN ESSENTIAL ELEMENT IN THE REINFORCED 
COMBINED EFFORTS OF ALL CITIZENS OF ISRAEL, AND IN THE 
RELIZATION OF ITS PEACE POLICY. THE ISRAEL LABOR PARTY 
CALLS UPON THE ARAB CITIZENS TO RESPOND TO THIS 
INTEGRATION, AND TO DISPLAY ACTIVE INITIATIVE FOR ITS
